He 
has in mind the widespread failure of individual 
citizens to contribute to the campaign funds of 
the party or candidates they support with their 
votes. Because good citizens fail to help, mem¬ 
bers of the underworld, pressure groups and rich 
job-seekers by their contributions have bought 
generous slaces of politicians’ favors A poll 
taken last year shows that only one family out 
of every twenty gave funds for political cam¬ 
paigns. 

Same may say that larger gifts by disinter¬ 
ested voters would not prevent campaign man¬ 
agers from continuing to accept the support of 
shady elements. This is perhaps unduly pes¬ 
simistic Many campaign directors dislike and 
event refuse gifts from discredited sources, and 
would prefer to operate with 100 percent clean 
money. 

Certainly a total failure of good citizens to 
contribute would leave candidates no choice but 
to accept support from the opportunistic.
